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Configuring the OmniBook with the BIOS

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Using the OmniBook Touch Pad 


The touch pad, a touch-sensitive pointing device which controls the motion and 
speed of the pointer on the screen, is built into your OmniBook.

To use the touch pad 


1. Move a thumb or finger across the touch pad in the direction you want the 
pointer to move. 


2. Use the left and right click buttons, which work like the left and right buttons on 
a mouse, to make your selection. You can also tap on the touch pad instead of 
clicking a button. 


e To open an application, move the pointer over the icon, then press the left 
button twice rapidly. 


¢ To make menu selections, move the pointer to the item and press the left 
button once. 


¢ To open the shortcut menu for an item, move the pointer over the item and 
click the right button. 


e To drag an item, move the pointer over the item. Press and hold the left 
button while you move the pointer to the new location. Release the button. 
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To configure the touch pad 


To customize the operation of the touch pad (and an external PS/2 or serial mouse, 
if installed), use the Windows Control Panel Mouse icon to access Mouse Properties. 
Select the tab corresponding to the item you wish to configure. Among the items that 
can be configured are 


e Button configuration for right or left handed operation. 
e Double-click speed, pointer speed, and pointer tail.

To adjust the display brightness and contrast 


Brightness affects battery time. To maximize your battery operating time, set the 
brightness to the lowest comfortable setting. 


Brightness 


Press Fn+F1 to decrease the brightness. 


Press Fn+F2 to increase the brightness. 


Contrast (for DSTN displays only) 


Press Fn+F3 to decrease the contrast. 


Press Fn+F4 to increase the contrast. 


To extend the life of the display 


Observe the following guidelines to maximize the life of the backlight in the 
OmniBook display. 


Set the brightness to the lowest comfortable setting (Fn+F1). 


When working at your desk, connect an external monitor and turn off the 
internal display (Fn+F5). 


Avoid using a screen saver or other software that prevents the OmniBook from 
changing to Suspend or Standby mode after a time-out period. 


Do not disable Suspend or Standby time-outs. 


If you are using ac power and have no external monitor attached, change to 
suspend or standby when not in use. 
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Adjusting the Audio System 


The OmniBook supports Sound Blaster Pro-compatible sound and the Microsoft 
Windows Sound System. This section describes how to 


e Adjust the volume manually. 


e Adjust the volume in Windows. 


To adjust the volume manually 


e To increase the volume, press Fn+UP-ARROW. 
e To decrease the volume, press FntDOWN-ARROW. 


e To temporarily silence the speaker without changing the volume setting, press 
Fn+F7. Press again to restore the speaker output. 


To adjust the volume in Windows 


1. Click the speaker symbol in the taskbar. 
2. Drag the volume control bar up or down to adjust the volume. 


3. To temporarily silence the speaker without changing the volume setting, click 
Mute. 
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Using the OmniBook Keyboard 


Improper use of keyboards and other input devices has been associated with 
ergonomic injury.

The combination of the Fn key plus another key creates a hot key—a 
shortcut key sequence—for various system controls.

The OmniBook has a power status light on the hinge, which is visible even when the 
OmniBook is closed.

The battery itself has four lights that indicate charge status when you press the 
square button on the battery.

You 
cannot use the computer until you enter the correct password. 


To set, change, or delete password protection for this OmniBook, use the BIOS Setup 
utility.

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Managing Battery Power 


The OmniBook conserves power by using Advanced Power Management (APM), 
software that controls battery charging and power drain. 


The OmniBook provides several safeguards so you won’t be surprised by a 
dead-battery condition, including the following:

The battery status indicator shows the remaining battery charge. 
Built-in warnings are displayed for low-battery conditions. 


The OmniBook automatically turns off when the battery charge gets too 
low—your session continues when you start recharging the battery or insert 
a fresh battery. 


Data previously saved on any of the drives is not affected by a low battery. 
However, unsaved data could be affected if the battery runs down completely 
while writing data to the drive. 
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Monitoring Battery Power 


The primary source of power for the OmniBook is its rechargeable battery pack. You 
can use the ac adapter to recharge the battery—or to run on ac power to preserve 
the battery. 


Running external connections is a powerintensive operation that significantly 
shortens the length of a battery session. Whenever possible, connect the ac adapter 
when using external connections. 


In addition to the replaceable battery, there is a permanent, internal backup battery, 
which recharges whenever the OmniBook is on or connected to ac. It maintains 
certain internal settings, such as the clock.

To respond to a low-battery warning 


When battery power is critically low, you are alerted by one or more of the following: 
e The battery indicator in the status panel appears empty. 
e The computer emits a warning beep. This reminds you to save your work. 
e If the OmniBook has been off, you will not be able to turn it on. 


The OmniBook automatically hibernates to preserve your current session. (If 
Hibernate is disabled in the BIOS Setup utility, then your data is not protected.) 
However, unsaved data could be affected if the battery runs down completely while 
writing data to the drive. 


You won’t be able to restart until you restore power by one of the following actions: 


e Plug in the ac adapter.

To recharge a battery 


CAUTION The ac adapter is normally warm to the touch whenever it’s plugged into an ac 
outlet. The OmniBook is normally warm while it’s charging. Don’t charge it ina 
briefcase or other confined space as this may cause the battery to overheat. 


1. Connect the power cord to the ac adapter, then plug the cord into an ac outlet. 
The indicator light on the ac adapter shines when the adapter is powered. If the 
ac adapter does not light, make sure the cord is not damaged. 


2. Connect the ac adapter to the OmniBook’s left side, as shown in the following 
illustration. 
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Charging time 


Charging the battery takes about 1.5 hours. 


Battery life 


When the computer is in use, typical battery life can last up to 2 to 3 hours, 
depending on your level of use and your power management settings (see 
page 1-14). 


Optimum Charging 


To get the longest battery operating time, continue charging until the OmniBook 
battery is fully charged. Because of rounding, a battery indicator can show a full 
battery before it’s fully charged. The status panel battery indicator (up or down 
triangle) stops blinking only when the battery is actually full. 


You can continue working while the battery is charging. 
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To replace the main battery 


WARNING Do not mutilate, puncture, or dispose of batteries in fire. A battery can burst or 
explode, releasing hazardous chemicals. A rechargeable battery must be 
recycled or disposed of properly.

(This is not necessary if you are 
removing a battery from the plug-in module bay and inserting another battery.)

To optimize battery life 


Follow these suggestions to optimize your battery life (operating time). 


Plug in the ac adapter, especially while using the floppy disk drive, the CDROM 
drive, or any external connections. 


Put the OmniBook in Suspend mode whenever you are not using it for a short 
time. Press the blue power button for approximately 1 second, or (from 
Windows 95), select Start menu, Suspend. 


Put the OmniBook in Hibernate mode whenever you want to save your current 
session, but will not be using the computer for several hours or more (Fn+F12). 


Turn the OmniBook off whenever you will not be using it for several hours or 
more: press the blue and hold the blue power button until the display shuts 
down or select Start menu, Shut Down. The current session is not saved. 


Turn the brightness of the display down to lowest comfortable level. This 
reduces backlight power, which can increase operating time by as much as 15%. 


Set the automatic time-out settings to emphasize saving power (page 3-10). 


If you have an I/O PC Card—that is, a PC Card having an external connection, 
such as a modem or network card—remove it when you are not using it. Some 
I/O cards use significant power, even while they’re inactive. 


If you work with an application that uses the serial port or a PC Card, exit the 
application when you are done using it. 


Install a secondary battery in the plugin module bay to double the operating 
time.

Customized: You determine each setting for Smart CPU Mode, Standby 
Time-out, Suspend Time-out, Hibernate Time-out, and Hard Disk Time-out. For 
definitions of these power modes, see page 2-3. 


. Optional. Choose a setting for TimeOut On AC. If you want the time-outs to 


occur even when the OmniBook is connected to ac power, choose Enabled. To 
prevent time-outs while the OmniBook is plugged in, choose Disabled (default 
setting). 


. Press F10 to save and exit the BIOS Setup utility.

To get the most from your battery 


The following are some further suggestions for the best management of your 
OmniBook batteries. 


e Do not leave batteries unused for long periods of time. If you have more than 
one, rotate them. 


e If you normally use ac power, make a practice of at least once a week using the 
battery as your power source. 


e Unplug the ac adapter when the computer is not in use. 
e To preserve the life of your battery, be sure to charge the battery regularly. 


¢ For long-term storage, the battery must be charged at 20-50% to save capacity 
loss by self-discharge and to avoid deterioration of battery performance. Ina 
discharged condition, the battery voltage decreases faster. Storage in a 100% 
charged condition can cause higher self-discharge and deterioration of 
discharge capacity—even after recharging—compared to storage in a 20-50% 
charged condition.

Do not remove a CD while the OmniBook is actively reading data. Otherwise, 
the OmniBook could stop responding and you could lose data.

To insert or eject a Zip disk 


Do not remove a Zip disk while the OmniBook is actively reading or writing 
data. Wait until the Zip drive is done. Otherwise, the OmniBook could stop 
responding and you could lose data. 


Always turn on power to the OmniBook before inserting a Zip disk. 


To insert the Zip disk, hold the disk with its face up, then gently slide it into the 
Zip drive. 


To remove the Zip disk, press the eject button on the front of the Zip drive. Do 
not use force. It takes a few seconds to eject the disk and the green busy light 
blinks during this process. 


The Zip drive automatically ejects the disk when you shut down your 
OmniBook. 


Store all Zip disks in their protective cases when not in use. 


If the Zip drive has no power and you need to remove a disk from it, carefully push a 
straightened paper clip into the emergency eject hole located on the eject button. 


Use the manual disk eject procedure only when OmniBook power is off. Do not 
try to forcibly remove a Zip disk from the drive. If the disk does not eject 
immediately, repeat the manual disk eject procedure. 
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Connecting External Devices 


Your OmniBook is a powerful computer in its own right—but you can greatly 
expand its capabilities by connecting other devices.

To connect a parallel device 


The parallel port uses a standard 25-pin connector, most commonly used for 
connecting printers. These include dot matrix, ink-jet, and laser printers. The parallel 
port supports either EPP or ECP. 


The OmniBook has one parallel port. Its address and properties can be set in the 
BIOS Setup utility. 


¢ Connect the parallel printer cable or other parallel cable to the parallel port. 


To connect a serial device 


The OmniBook’s serial port uses a standard 9-pin serial port. Serial connections 
typically are to external modems and fax modems. 


The OmniBook has one serial port. Its address can be set in the BIOS Setup utility. 


e Connect the serial cable to the serial port. 


For a serial mouse, you need to select Standard Serial Mouse in Control Panel, 
Mouse, General, Change. 


To connect an external keyboard or PS/2 mouse 


The 6-pin PS/2 port allows you to attach an external keyboard or a PS/2-compatible 
mouse to the OmniBook. 


1. From the Start menu, shut down the OmniBook. 
2. Plug the mouse or keyboard PS/2 cable into the PS/2 port on the OmniBook. 


e To connect both a mouse and a keyboard, use the HP F1469A PS/2 
Y adapter. 


e To connect a device that has a PC-type jack, first connect its cable to an 
adapter cable with a PS/2 jack.

To connect USB devices 


Windows NT 4.0 does not support universal serial bus (USB) devices. 


Universal serial bus (USB) provides a bi-directional serial interface for adding 
peripheral devices such as game controllers, serial and parallel ports, and scanners 
on a single bus. The OmniBook provides one USB port; the OmniBook docking 
products provide two USB ports. 


e Attach the USB cable to the USB port. Windows 95 automatically recognizes the 
USB device. Some USB devices can be connected to the OmniBook in series 
with other USB devices—this is called a “daisy-chain” connection. 


If you have problems making this connection, contact the vendor of 
the peripheral device, as well as HewlettPackard, for the latest versions of the USB 
drivers. The USB technology is dynamic and continues to develop. 


USB is disabled by default in the BIOS Setup utility.

To connect audio devices 


Your OmniBook has a built-in microphone and two stereo speakers. The audio jacks 
allow you to plug in external audio devices. 


e Plug a stereo input source (such as a CD player) into the input (left) jack. 


e Plug the microphone-into the microphone (middle) jack. The built-in 
microphone turns off. 


e Plug devices such as headphones or external (amplified) speakers into the 
output (right) jack. The built-in speakers turn off. 


CAUTION Connecting a mono plug into the speaker-out jack may damage the OmniBook. 
The audio jacks are three-terminal stereo jacks. They are not compatible with 
two-terminal mono plugs.

To make an infrared connection 


Windows NT 4.0 does not support infrared communication. 


By default, the infrared port is not enabled. You must enable it in the BIOS Setup 
utility and then install the appropriate infrared driver. For details, refer to the driver's 
Readme file located in \OmniBook\drivers\Win95. 


The infrared port is on the back panel. It provides wireless, serial communication 
between the OmniBook and other infrared devices such as printers or other 
OmniBooks. 


e Line up the OmniBook’s infrared port and the other infrared port in as straight a 
line as possible. The two ports should be no more than 1 meter apart, with no 
obstructions in between. Noise from nearby equipment can cause transmission 
errors. 


e To check the status of communications, go to Infrared Monitor (Start, Settings, 
Control Panel). 


Printing to an Infrared Printer 


e Install your printer and assign it to the OmniBook’s IR port. You can then print 
from your applications as you would to any other printer. Be sure the OmniBook 
and printer infrared ports are properly aligned. 


Transferring Files with an Infrared Connection 


To transfer files, you can use the Direct Cable Connection software built into 
Windows 95. You need to install it first. 


1. From Control Panel, click Add/Remove Programs. 
2. Click Windows Setup, Communications, and select Direct Cable Connection.

To insert a PC Card 


Note Windows NT 4.0 does not support zoomed video. If you are using Windows NT 4.0, 
make sure you've installed Card Executive (see page 6-21 for instructions). 


The OmniBook PC Card slots are available for storing data and expanding the 
communication capabilities of the OmniBook. You can use two Type II cards or one 
Type III card. The lower card slot (slot zero) supports zoomed video, which allows 
high-quality multimedia presentations. 


1. Be sure the eject buttons have been pushed in, flush with the case of the 
OmniBook. 


2. Hold the card with its face up and its connector holes toward the card slot. 
3. Slide the PC Card into the slot until it is flush with the OmniBook.

To remove a PC Card 


Do not remove a PC Card while the OmniBook is actively reading or writing data. 
Otherwise, you could lose data or the OmniBook could stop responding. When the 
card is active, the PC Card indicator appears on the status panel. 


1. To remove the card, click the PC Card indicator in the taskbar, then click Stop 
(for Windows 95 only). This protects your data and avoids unexpected 
problems. You can restart the card by removing it, then inserting again. 


2. Press the ejector button once to pop the button out. 
3. Press the eject button again to eject the PC Card. 


The OmniBook beeps twice when the card pops out. 


4. Push in the ejector button until it is flush with OmniBook case.

A docking product provides external connections for the OmniBook that you can 
leave in place whenever you remove the OmniBook from your desk. Instead of 
disconnecting and reconnecting peripheral devices, simply undock and dock the 
OmniBook. This section describes how to 


e Install a docking tray. 
e Dock the OmniBook. 
e Undock the OmniBook. 


For more information about using docking products, see the User’s Guide that 
shipped with your dock. 


To install a docking tray 


Your dock requires a tray that accommodates your specific OmniBook model. Install 
this tray prior to connecting the OmniBook to the dock. 


1. Select the tray labeled for the OmniBook 2100 or 3100. 
2. Slide the rear of the tray into the dock as shown on the dock label. 


3. Push down firmly on both sides of the tray until it snaps into place. 


To remove a tray from the dock, pull the latch (near the center front of the dock) 
towards you until the tray pops free.

To dock the OmniBook 


CAUTION Use only an HP F1454A ac adapter. This is the same adapter that the OmniBook 
uses. Using any other ac adapter could damage the OmniBook and may void 
your warranty. Refer to the warranty statement for your product.

2. Plug the power cord into the ac adapter, then into an ac outlet. Plug the ac 
adapter into the dock.

To replace the hard disk drive 


CAUTION You must shut down the OmniBook, unplug the ac adapter, and remove the 
battery before replacing the hard disk drive. 


You’ll need a small Phillips screwdriver to remove the hard disk drive. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down the OmniBook. 
2. Unplug the ac adapter, if present, and remove the battery. 


3. Remove the two screws from the bottom of the hard disk drive. 


5. Insert the new drive and replace the hard disk drive screws.

Important If you are installing a new hard disk drive, you should create a Hibernate partition on 
the drive before loading any software—see page 5-5 for instructions.

To replace the hard disk drive holder 


If you are installing a new hard drive that does not have a plastic holder, you can 
remove the holder from the old hard drive. 


You’ll need a small Phillips screwdriver for this procedure. 


1. Remove the four screws from the sides of the case. 


2. Remove the top shield (if present) and swing out the free end of the hard drive 
about 90°, then gently pry off the connector from the hard drive. 


CAUTION Work the connector off the hard drive evenly, without pulling on the flex cable. 
Otherwise you may bend connector pins or the hard drive or damage the flex 
cable. 


Note Depending on the form factor of the replacement drive, the following hard disk drive 
variations may exist: 


e The hole placement for the four screws may vary. 
e The hard drive may have either a one— or two-piece shield. 


e If your original drive was a 9.5mm and you are replacing it with a 12.7mm, 
remove the rubber spacers from the upper half of the hard disk drive shield 
before installing the new drive. 
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Installing a Hard Disk Drive 


To create a Hibernate partition 


If you do not have an OmniBook Support Utility floppy disk, create one now. After 
inserting a formatted floppy disk in the floppy drive, do one of the following: 


e Ona factory software installation, click Start, Programs, OmniBook, Create 
support utility disk. 


e On any computer with a CD-ROM drive, run makesupp.bat from the 
\Omnibook\Drivers\Hputils directory on the OmniBook Recovery CD. (Note: 
Use the \Omnibook\Drivers\Hputils directory, not \OmniBook \Hputils). 


e On any computer, download the Support Utility software package from the 
OmniBook website (http://www.hp.com/omnibook). Follow the 
instructions provided. 


1. Connect the ac adapter to the OmniBook. 


2. Insert the Support Utility disk in the floppy disk drive or insert the bootable 
Recovery CD in your CD-ROM drive. 


3. Reboot, press ESC twice and select the CD-ROM as the boot device. 
4. Reset the OmniBook. The DOS Startup menu appears. 
5. Choose option 3: 
Create Hibernate Partition (erases Hard Disk). 
6. Choose Y to Continue. 


7. When prompted for “Hibernate” partition size, we recommend that you select 
the default, which varies depending on whether your OmniBook has one or two 
RAM slots. 


Do not interrupt the Hibernate partition process or unplug the ac adapter until 
complete.

Installing a RAM Expansion Module 


Your OmniBook’s computer chips are extremely static-sensitive. Static 
electricity can permanently damage computer chips. Handle the RAM module 
only by its edges. Before installing the memory module, discharge your body’s 
static electricity by touching the metal shielding around the connectors on the 
rear of the OmniBook. 


You must shut down the OmniBook, unplug the ac adapter, and remove the 
battery before removing a RAM expansion module. 


Depending on the OmniBook model, your computer has either one or two RAM 
expansion slots. The following restrictions apply: 


e If you have one RAM expansion slot, you can install either an SDRAM module 
(such as F1456A, ...) or an EDORAM module (such as F1363A, ...). 


e If you have two RAM expansion slots and a Pentium II processor, you can install 
only SDRAM modules (F1456A, ...) in the slots. 


e If you have two RAM expansion slots and a Pentium processor, you can install 
either SDRAM modules (F1456A, ...) or EDORAM modules (F1363A, ...) in the 
slots—but do not put a module larger than 32 MB in the slot nearest the corner 
of the computer. 


The easiest way to avoid RAM configuration problems is to use HP SDRAM modules 
exclusively.

If you lose or damage the Recovery CD, take your OmniBook and Certificate of 
Authenticity to an HP Service Center to be replaced. If you mail your OmniBook for 
this service, you must provide a photocopy of the Certificate of Authenticity along 
with payment. 
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To update the OmniBook BIOS 


Hewlett-Packard may update the BIOS to enhance the capabilities of the OmniBook. 
Updates will be available from HP Electronic Support Services. 


CAUTION Because a BIOS update replaces the previous version, it is very important you 
follow these instructions exactly. Otherwise, the OmniBook may be damaged. 


The BIOS update process resets the configuration settings in the BIOS Setup 
utility except for the PC Identification and Password. 


. From the Start menu, shut down the OmniBook. 

. Connect the ac adapter to the OmniBook. 

. Remove any PC Cards.

e Try using the corresponding OmniBook port, while undocked. 


If you can’t boot from a CD in the CD-ROM drive 


e Make sure the CD is a bootable CD, such as the OmniBook Recovery CD. 
e Press ESC twice during bootup to see if the CD-ROM drive is the first boot device. 
e Make sure the CD-ROM drive is seated correctly—remove and reinsert. 
e If you always want to boot from a CD, check the boot order in BIOS Setup. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 
2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 
3. Open the Boot menu. The default boot order is 
e Diskette Drive 
e Hard Drive 
e CD-ROM Drive 
4. If CD-ROM Drive is not option 1, use the arrow keys to select CD-ROM Drive. 
5. Press F6 to move up (or F5 to move down) in the list. 
6. Press F10 to Save and Exit the BIOS Setup utility. 


e Make sure you are using an internal OmniBook CD-ROM drive. You cannot boot 
from an external CD-ROM drive, which you can connect to the OmniBook via a 
PC Card SCSI connection. 


e Reset the OmniBook. 
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If you can’t boot from a floppy in the floppy disk drive 
e Make sure the floppy drive is seated correctly—remove and reinsert. 
e Check the boot order in BIOS Setup. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 
2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 
3. Open the Boot menu. The default boot order is 
e Diskette Drive 
e Hard Drive 
e CD-ROM Drive 
4. If Diskette Drive is not option 1, use the arrow keys to select Diskette Drive. 
5. Press F6 to move up (or F5 to move down) in the list. 
6. Press F10 to Save and Exit the BIOS Setup utility. 
e Check that the Floppy Boot option in the BIOS Setup utility is enabled. 
e Reset the OmniBook. 


If the Zip drive isn’t working 


e Make sure the Zip disk is inserted correctly. 
e Reset the OmniBook. 


e Make sure the Zip drive module is seated correctly—remove and reinsert. 
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Audio Problems 


If sounds aren’t audible 
e Check that the volume is not muted. Press Fn + F7 to toggle muting on and off. 
e Press Fn + UP-ARROW to increase the volume. 
e Double-click the speaker icon on the taskbar to ensure that Mute is not checked. 
e Check settings in BIOS Setup. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 
2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 


3. From the System Devices menu, check that Audio is enabled. 


If you hear a loud high-pitched whine (feedback) from the speakers 
e Press Fn+F7 to stop the noise. 


e Try reducing the Master volume (Start, Programs, Multimedia, Volume Control). 


If sound doesn’t record 
e Check settings in BIOS Setup. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 
2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 
3. From the System Devices menu, check that Audio is enabled. 


e Check software controls for recording sound (Start, Programs, Accessories, 
Multimedia, Sound Recorders). 
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Display Problems 


If the OmniBook is on, but the screen is blank 
e Press the space bar to see if the computer is in Standby mode. 
e Press Fn+F1 or Fn+F2 to adjust the display. 


e Press Fn+F5 in case the internal display was disabled. (Do this three times to 
return to the state you started from.) 


e If the OmniBook is cold, allow it to warm up. 


If the screen is difficult to read 


e Check whether the display resolution is set to its default setting, 1024 x 768 
(XGA) or 800 x 600 (SVGA). Check this in Start, Settings, Control Panel, Display, 
Settings. 


e Check brightness (Fn+F2 to increase brightness). 
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Hard Disk Drive Problems 


If the OmniBook’s hard drive doesn’t spin 


e Check the power source. 


e Remove and reinsert the hard drive. See page 5-3 for instructions. 


If the hard disk makes buzzing or whining noise 


e Back up the drive immediately. 


e Check for alternate noise sources, such as the fan or a PC Card drive. 


If files are corrupted 
For Windows 95 and Windows NT 4.0 
e Run the McAfee VirusScan program (see page 2-18 for instructions). 


e For Windows 95 


If you’re using Windows 95, you can run the Scandisk surface scan to check the 
platter. (This is not available in Windows NT 4.0). From the Start menu, click 
Programs, Accessories, System Tools, Scandisk. 


e For Windows NT 4.0 
Right click on the drive, then click Properties, Tools, Error Checking. 
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Infrared Problems 


If you have problems with infrared communications 


Windows NT 4.0 does not support infrared devices. 
Make sure the infrared light path is not blocked. 


Line up the OmniBook’s infrared port and the other infrared port in as straight a 
line as possible. The two ports should be no more than 1 meter apart, with no 
obstructions in between. Noise from nearby equipment can cause transmission 
errors. 


Check settings in BIOS Setup utility. 

1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 

2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 
3. From the System Devices menu, check that Infrared Port is enabled. 
4. Press F10 to save and exit the BIOS Setup utility. 


For infrared communications, an infrared driver must be installed and a BIOS 
Setup setting must be enabled. See page 4-14. 


Check that only one application is using the infrared port. 
Standard IrDA and fast-IrDA are incompatible (they use different drivers). 
For fast-IrDA, check for DMA conflict with ECP parallel port. 


Remove any PC Cards. An infrared IRQ conflict is possible if two PC Cards are 
plugged in at the same time. 


If an infrared printer doesn’t print 
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Windows NT 4.0 does not support infrared printing. 
Make sure the infrared light path is not blocked. 


An infrared driver must be installed and the BIOS Setup setting must be enabled. 
For details, refer to the driver’s Readme file located in \OmniBook\Drivers. 


In Windows Help, use the Print Troubleshooter. 


Troubleshooting 
Solving Problems 


Keyboard and Pointing Device Problems 


If the embedded numeric keypad doesn’t work 
e Make sure Num Lock is on (Fn+F9). 


e Make sure the embedded Keypad Lock (Fn+F8) is on—or that you press and 
hold the Fn key to temporarily access the embedded keypad. 


e Don’t touch the pointing stick or the touch pad while booting or resuming. 


If the pointer is difficult to control 


e To customize all pointing devices, use the Mouse icon in Control Panel to go to 
Mouse Properties. 


e If the touch pad driver has been installed, Mouse Properties includes a tab that 
allows you to customize the operation of the touch pad. 


e Reset the OmniBook. 


If the touch pad doesn’t work 


e Make sure that there is not an external mouse connected to the OmniBook. 


e If you just disconnected an external mouse, try exiting and restarting Windows 
to make the internal touch pad active again. 


e Press the blue power button to turn off the OmniBook, then turn it on again 
without moving the pointer. 


e Reset the OmniBook. 
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Memory Problems 


If a message says you are out of memory 


e In Windows Help, use the memory troubleshooter. 


e If you are having memory problems running MS-DOS programs, in Windows 
Help search for MS-DOS troubleshooter. 


If memory is less than expected 
The maximum supported amount of RAM using HP memory modules is 
o 288 MB if your OmniBook has two expansion slots and a Pentium II 
processor. 
o 192 MB if it has two expansion slots and a Pentium processor. 
o 160 MB if it has one expansion slot and a Pentium processor. 
Check your Intel label to see if your processor is Pentium or Pentium II. 


e You may have exceeded the 32 MB RAM size restriction in the RAM slot nearest 
to the corner of the computer. This restriction applies to OmniBooks with 
Pentium processors. This restriction does not apply to Pentium II processors. Use 
a smaller RAM module in this slot. 


e Pentium II models cannot detect EDO RAM modules. Use only SDRAM modules 
with this processor. 
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PC Card (PCMCIA) Problems 


If the OmniBook doesn’t recognize a PC Card 


Make sure Card Executive is installed for Windows NT. 
Remove and reinsert the PC card. 
If the card requires an IRQ, check that there is one available. 


o If you’re using Windows 95, look in Device Manager, Properties, 
Interrupt Request (IRQ). 


o If you’re using Windows NT, click Start, Programs, Administrative Tools, 


Windows NT Diagnostics. 
Check the OmniBook website for information about supported PC Cards. 
Try the card in another computer. 
Reboot the OmniBook. 


Windows NT 4.0 requires that you install Phoenix Card Executive drivers. See 


page 6-21 for instructions.

Performance Problems 


If the OmniBook gets hot 


It is normal for the computer to get warm. 
Make sure the air vents are clear. 


DOS games and other programs that drive CPU usage toward 100% can 
contribute to a temperature increase. 


If the OmniBook pauses or runs sluggishly 
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Press CTRL+ALT+DEL to see if an application is not responding. 
Reboot the OmniBook. 
Delete temporary and unneeded files. 


This may be normal Windows behavior (background processing can affect 
response time). 


Check the BIOS Setup settings. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 
2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 


3. From the Power menu, set the Power Management Mode to Max. 
Performance. 


4. Press F10 to Save and Exit the BIOS Setup utility. 


Certain background operations (such as virus scans) can affect performance 
while they’re running. 


Some file browsers may be unresponsive while they’re processing a graphic 
image or waiting for broken network connections to time out. 


Install additional memory if Windows is spending a lot of time swapping to disk. 
Check amount of available free disk space. 


Try disabling Advanced Power Management.

Solving Problems 


Power and Battery Problems 


If the OmniBook turns off immediately after it turns on 


e Battery power is probably extremely low. Plug in the ac adapter, insert a new 
charged battery module, or insert a secondary battery in the plugin module bay. 


If the OmniBook keeps beeping 


¢ The OmniBook beeps for 15 seconds when the battery is low. Save your work, 
quit immediately, and insert a charged battery or plug in the ac adapter. 


If the OmniBook has a short operating time 


e Try conserving power using any of the suggestions listed under “To save battery 
power” on page 3-9. 


e If you are running any applications with an automatic save feature, such as 
MS Word for Windows, disable this feature. 


e If the operating time has gotten shorter and the battery is more than a year or 
two old, you may need to replace the battery. 


e Turn down the display brightness (Fn+F1). 
e Heavy modem use can affect battery operating time. 
e Check the Power Management settings in BIOS Setup. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 
2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 


3. From the Power menu, make sure the Power Management Mode is set to 
Maximum Power Savings. 


4. Press F10 to Save and Exit the BIOS Setup utility. 


If the battery doesn’t charge 


e Make sure the ac adapter is plugged into the power source. 
e Check that the light on the ac adapter is on. 
e Check that the battery is fully installed and locked in place. 
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e Turn off the OmniBook, then check that the battery contacts are clean and that 
the ac adapter cables are fully plugged in. 


e¢ Move the OmniBook away from any nearby heat source. Unplug the ac adapter 
and allow the battery to cool down. An elevated battery temperature prevents 
charging. 


e If available, try another battery and ac adapter. 


If the secondary battery doesn’t charge 


e The OmniBook’s secondary battery doesn’t charge until the main battery is fully 
charged. 


e Make sure the ac adapter is plugged into the power source. 
e Check that the light on the ac adapter is on. 
e Check that the secondary battery module is fully installed and locked in place. 


If the OmniBook stops responding 
e Press CTRL+ALT+DEL to end the application that is not responding. 


e Press the blue power button to suspend the OmniBook. Then press the blue 
button again to turn the OmniBook back on. 


e If nothing happens, insert a paper clip into the system-off button. Press the blue 
power button to turn the OmniBook on. 


If the OmniBook doesn’t suspend as expected 


e If you have a connection to another computer, the OmniBook doesn’t suspend if 
the connection is actively in use. 


e If the OmniBook is performing an operation, it normally waits for the operation 
to finish. 


e Check the Power Button Mode in the BIOS Setup utility (Power menu). You can 
configure the power button to either suspend or shut down the OmniBook.

Printing Problems 


For most printing problems, use the Print Troubleshooter in Windows Help. 


If a serial or parallel printer doesn’t print 


Check that you are using a proper cable or cable adapter, and that the printer is 
on. 


Check for paper in the printer or other printer errors. 


Make sure the printer cable is secure at both ends. 


If an infrared printer doesn’t print 


Windows NT 4.0 does not support infrared devices. 

From Control Panel, Infrared, check that your infrared printer is detected. 
Make sure the infrared light path is not blocked. 

Check for paper in the printer or other printer errors. 


Make sure Windows is running—infrared printing is supported only while 
Windows is running. 


An infrared driver must be installed and the BIOS Setup setting must be enabled. 
For details, refer to the driver's Readme file (located in \Omnibook\Drivers). 


In Windows Help, use the Print Troubleshooter. 


If the left edge of printed output is missing 


If the printer you are using is a 600-dpi (dots per inch) printer, try selecting a 
compatible printer driver for a 300-dpi printer. For example, for a 600-dpi 
HP LaserJet printer, try using the HP LaserJet IIIsi driver (800-dpi). Certain 
applications may not work properly with 600-dpi printers. 
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Serial, Parallel, and USB Problems 


If the serial mouse doesn’t work 


e First, confirm that you have followed the manufacturer’s installation instructions 
completely and have installed the mouse properly. 


e Check the port connection (may be loose). 


If a serial modem doesn’t work properly 


e In Windows Help use the modem troubleshooter. 


e Check the port connection (may be loose). 


If an I/O card stops communicating properly 


e It may have been reset if the OmniBook suspended or turned off. Exit and restart 
the application. 


If the serial or parallel port is not working 
e Check the port connection (may be loose). 
e Check settings in BIOS Setup. 
1. From the Start menu, shut down, then restart the OmniBook. 
2. When you see the HP logo, press F2 to enter the BIOS Setup utility. 


3. From the System Devices menu, check that Parallel and Serial are enabled. 


If the USB port is not working 
e Windows NT 4.0 does not support USB devices. 


e Contact the vendor of the peripheral device, as well as HewlettPackard, for the 
latest versions of the USB drivers. 
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Startup Problems 


If the OmniBook doesn’t respond at turn-on 


e Connect the ac adapter. 


e Press blue power button to try turning on the unit. 
e Reset the OmniBook. 


If you get no response, remove the battery and ac adapter—then plug in the ac

dapter and try resetting. If you still get no response, the unit requires service. 


If the OmniBook doesn’t boot from battery power

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Testing the Operation 


The OmniBook hardware diagnostic program provides two levels of testing: 


e Automated testing using the basic hardware test. 
e Advanced testing using the individual hardware tests. 


The tests are designed to run after the system reboots. This ensures that the computer 
will be in a predictable state, so the diagnostic program can properly test the 
hardware components. The tests are non-destructive and are intended to preserve 
the state of the computer. The OmniBook reboots when you exit the program so 
drivers can be loaded. 


To create a diagnostic floppy disk 


After inserting a formatted floppy disk in the floppy drive, do one of the following to 
create a diagnostic floppy disk: 


e Onan OmniBook with a factory software installation, run diaginst from the 
\Dmi\Hpdiags directory on the hard disk. 
If HP TopTools is installed, use the DiagTools page to create the disk. 


e On any computer with a CD-ROM drive, run diaginst from the
